INTERVIEW SUMMARY 

Applicant thanks Examiner Ali Soroush and Supervisor Johann Richter for 
conducting the interview on October 16, 2008 with Applicant's representative Daniel 
Cooley. During the interview Applicant's representative discussed the Examiner's 
rejection of claims 11-13, 15-18, and 20 under 35 U.S.C. § 103 over U.S. Patent No. 
5,200,200 to Veech {"Veech"). Applicant submitted to the Examiner that Veech teaches 
away from the claimed invention and that the Examiner's interpretation of Veech would 
destroy the principal of operation of Veech. The Examiner conceded that his 
interpretation of Veech would not be preferred, however, the Examiner contended that 
his interpretation would not be at odds with the Examiner's understanding of the general 
principles of Veech. Applicant's representative disagreed and identified multiple 



passages of Veech for the Examiner that support Applicant's position that Veech 
teaches away from the claimed invention in this application and that the Examiner's 
interpretation of Veech would destroy the principle of operation of Veech. The 
Examiner's Supervisor and the Examiner requested time to review and reconsider 
Applicant's position.
